Producing oil companies in Mexico have cancelled 
their contracts with the National railw ays of the Re­ 
public to supply them with fuel oil. This is regarded 
as one of the most serious blows dealt the govern­ 
ment, because it is likely to bring about early sus­ 
pension of all railway traffic, which would interfere 
greatly w ith m ilitary operations and would strike 
vitally at the commerce of the country.

To prospective avocado planters in 
Southern California who may consid­ 
er the advisability of planting avo­ 
cados on an extensive scale, the Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture 
offers a word of caution. 
Many varie­ 
ties of avocado of which a consider­ 
able number have recently been im­ 
ported from without the alate, have 
uever fruited at any point within the 
state, so far as is known to the de­ 
partment. 
For tills reason their suit­ 
ability for commercial culture in their 
new environment is still a m atter of 
question 
In its proper environment 
pie avocado bears a fruit like a large 
pear. 
Experience 
with 
young 
avocado 
trees of certain varieties, principally 
the large fruited W est Indian and 
South American kinds Introduced iii 
Southern California, seem s rath er dis­ 
couraging than otherwise. 
The newly 
introduceu plants have proved con-1 
siderably more susceptible to frost j 
than some the Mexican types which 
have fruited in California, and during J 
the 
cold 
weather of January, 1913,1 
many trees of the W est Indian and ! 
Sout,h American varieties w ere killed : 
in localities where the Mexican trees J 
survived. These trees were a n young 
specimens and probably not able to I 
withstand at low tem perature as a j 
mature tree; nevertheless pBst exper-1 
ience has indicated beyond the possi- j 
bility of a doubt that 
all 
so-called 
South American varieties which have 
been tested were much more tender 
than numerous Mexican varieties es-, 
tarnished iu the California trade. 
California avocado 
p lan ters 
have j 
seemed particularly desirous of ob­ 
taining a variety that ripens late in 
I the fall. The mere fact th a t a variety 
[fruits in Florida in the fall does not 
necessarily determine th a t 
It 
will 
fruit during the sam e season in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Indeed, the different climatic 
conditions of the two regions m ight 
possibly alter the 
fruiting 
seaaoti. 
This is known to be the case with 
several varieties Introduced to Cali­ 
fornia from other regions. 
Numerous 
varieties 
of 
avocado 
which have originated locally as seed­ 
lings, are uow offered by C allfofrnia 
nurserymen. 
Others 
have 
been in­ 
troduced from the cooler regions of 
Mexico, and give prom ise of being as 
well adapted to California conditions 
as those of local origin, m ost of the 
local seedlings, in fact, being the pro­ 
geny 
of 
trees 
growing 
a t various 
points lu Mexico and G uatem ala. 
Those who contem plate the estab­ 
lishm ent of a commercial avocado or­ 
chard at present would certainly be 
safer, therefore, the departm ent off!- 
can say, In planting varieties which 
they know to be adapted to C alifornia 
conditions rather than to undertake 
the extensive planting of any varie­ 
ties, t,he hardiness of which h as not 
yet been estsbiUhed.
